^American slavery is abhorrent to God. be- j 
cause it is a system of oppression. And hete.l 
let me ask what constitutes oppression? Let 
I the American people themselves answer that 
1 question; for God will judge them by foeir. 
faith- I presume that when a southern 
statesman and philosopher, Jefferson, presented 
to ihe'Colwiial Congress the Declaration of A- 
merioan Independence, and Southerners and 
Northerners cried out, Amen! they meant it as 
the voice of toeir conscience, for toe world tol 

hear. And in that declaration of human rights, 
they have enumerated some of those conditions 
that are oppressive. To-morrow celebrates that 
Declaration of Independence. Let me now, in 
j anticipation of what you will then more fully 
eall to mind, refer to such part of that venera¬ 
ted document as is needed' for this occasion.— 
Thev pronounced the king of Great Britain an 
oppressor for refusingto pas* laws for toe ac¬ 
commodation of the colonists, unless they would

Wc are pointed to masters 
who treat their slaves with kindness and affec¬ 
tion.

kindness of the one only increases the misery* 
of the poor slaveys condition under the tyrran- 
tvy of the nest. . , • 

' It is revolting to humanity, that the condition- 
of the southern slave should be referred to as 
evidence that toe system is a righteous oue-— ,

allow his treament of his slaves all the credit 
which it deserves, and we then need go no fur¬ 
ther than his own plantation to prove the oppres¬ 
sion of slavery.

$2. He lias fallen into two most mischievous errors, none 
the less discreditable because characteristic of nearaly all 
our statesmen. In the first place, he mistakes the relations 
6f slavery'to^the’ federal Union, anil in thesecondplatie, he 
evidently misunderstands (he real nature of the question 
of slavery. He compares the Union to an ordinary co¬ 
partnership, where certain “portions ofreapital are contri¬ 
buted to tho coniuion stock, over Which the partners have 
joint control; and where certain portions of capital are 
withheld, over which the members of the concern indivi¬ 
dually have exclusive control. The strgiiinent is, that as 
no mdmdual belonging to the concern, pan.properly in¬ 
terfere with the portion of capitfd withheld by any of his 
co-partners, so the free states hare no tight to interfere 
with slavery, which, according to the comparison, is view¬ 
ed as a portion of capital retained exclusively under state 
control. 

Allowing that the assumption is true unqualifiedly, that 
the right to manage the whole question of slavery was- 
retained by the states respectively in which the evil exist¬ 
ed, it follows that under the present constitution neither 
the free states nor Congress halve a right to interfere by 
latv or frree. But, General Harrison docs not thus lim¬ 
it the inference. He intends to argue, that the people of 
the free states have no right to interfere by discussion, 
argument, remonstrance, &c. Bnt his illustration does 
not sustain -his argument when carried to this length. F or, 
suppose, (hat any one of the portions of capital withheld 
in the supposed case, were managed in such a way, as to 
impair the prosperity of the firm, by obstructing the pro¬ 
per use ot Us Joint capital, or vastly diminishing its pro¬ 
fits, and in feet to endanger the bankruptcy of the whole 
Concern; mimifestiy, the firm itsqtf, or anyurtHe metfl- 
bers of it would be justified in remonstrating with the in¬ 
dividual having the management of the destuTbing por¬ 
tion of capital, and persuading him either to give it up to.

About fivfe weeks since, the town of Madison 
ill Indiana was disgraced by a mobOcraiic tumult, 
of which we have seen no report in ^je new 
papers. Some thieving had taken place. Suspi¬ 
cion rested on the colored people.
